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PENSIONER HIT BY BIN LORRY ON CROSSING DIES FROM INJURIES 



A MAN struck by a bin lorry in Walsall has 
died from his injuries. 

The 76-year-old man, who has not yet 
been named, died following the incident 
outside Walsall Manor Hospital, in Pleck 
Road on Friday. Officers were called to the 
scene around 1.45pm. 

The pensioner was pronounced dead in 
hospital a short time later. 

The driver of the lorry, operated by waste 
management firm Biffa, is helping officers 
with their investigation. 

Sergeant Paul Hughes, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s Collision Investigation Unit, 
said: “The driver of the lorry was spoken 
to at the scene and is assisting our investi¬ 
gation. “Officers put cordons in place while 


emergency services investigated and the 
man was treated for his injuries. We would 
like to hear from anyone who witnessed 
what happened and hasn’t yet spoken to us. 

“Our thoughts remain with the gentle¬ 
man’s family at this sad time,” he said. 

Biffa issued a statement confirming one 
of its lorries had been involved in the inci¬ 
dent. 

It said: “The police are currently conduct¬ 
ing an investigation into the cause of the in¬ 
cident and Biffa is fully co-operating with 
the police in this matter.” 

Pleck Councillor Harbans Sahori said: 
“I’m very sorry to hear that he died, my 
thoughts are with his family, it is very sad. 

“I know there is a button there you can 


press to cross the road, but if the traffic 
comes from the Wolverhampton side, it is 
not always easy for them to see cars coming. 

“I’ve written to the council to ask them 
to look at this road before but it hasn’t been 
done yet. 

“It’s very busy for the pedestrians to try 
and cross there. People said the road was 
closed for two hours down there. 

“It really is a terribly sad incident. I hope 
nothing like this ever happens on that road 
again.” 

Dave Cole, who runs Impact Thai Boxing 
and Functional Training Gym on Wharf 
Street, just off the Pleck Road, said: “I was 
told by the lady in the shop that the chap 
had died. It’s very sad.”

END OF ERA AS

The firm is moving to a new factory on the i54 site off the M54 in 
South Staffordshire. The site, on the northern edge of Wolverhampton, 
is already a hive of hi-tech activity as the home of Jaguar Land Rover’s 
engine factory and the Moog aerospace plant. Now it will be the new 
base for ERA, a lockmaker that can trace its roots back to 1838 - some 


178 years ago. 

The company is a leading name in the 
world of locks, security hardware and elec¬ 
tronics and is now at the forefront of de¬ 
veloping ‘smart’ home security technology. 

Now part of the Tyman group, it will 
move its headquarters at Straight Road in 
Short Heath, as well as other operations 
at Wolverhampton and Coventry, into 
a 135,000 sq ft facility that will be pur¬ 
pose-built. 

Assembly 

The move will affect around 150 people 
across the three sites. 

Work is due to get under way soon, with 
ERA hoping to start moving into its new 
home by late next year. 

Company CEO Darren Waters said the 
move would help to transform ERA into 
Britain’s leading home security business 
and employer of choice within the sector 
and beyond. 

The new facility will include design, pro¬ 
totyping, testing, manufacturing, assem¬ 
bly, warehousing and a customer training 
centre. Mr Waters said: “i54 is an out¬ 
standing business location with excellent 
transport links. 

“It’s a great fit with our long term busi-

ness strategy and will help to differentiate 
our brand, both as a supplier and employer,” 
he added.

Mother is burned in 
garden rocket blast

A FATHER has described the 
terrifying moment when a 
firework shot off towards his 
family and burned his wife 
as she tried to protect them. 

An ambulance had to be called 
after the firework exploded in the 
hands of 27-year-old Aimee Rho¬ 
den, who is having ongoing hos¬ 
pital treatment for the burns she 
sustained. 

Deciding to have their own display 
in their garden on Johnson Road in 
Darlaston on November 4, Aimee’s 
husband Tony set off some fireworks 
he had bought earlier in Tipton, to 
the initial delight of their youngsters, 
six-year-old Layla and three-year-old 
Logan. 

Mr Rhoden, 30, said: “I followed all 
the instructions on the rockets and lit 
them facing away from my family. 

“As soon as I lit them I noticed 
there was something wrong so I 
called to my wife to try and get the 
children and herself into the house, 
but there wasn’t enough time. 

Bounced 

“The rocket began spinning around 
in the tube provided, then took off 
at flight for about three-foot, then 
turned 90 degrees at us. 

“It hew down the garden and hit 
the patio door, then bounced off Lay¬ 
la’s leg and landed next to the chil¬ 
dren. 

“My wife bravely put herself in 
danger and picked the rocket up. 

“She then ran to throw it away 
from us, but as she tried to throw it, 
it exploded in her hand and then shot 
all over my disabled son. 

“It looked like he was on fire. 

“He didn’t have a mark on him 
luckily, but he was extremely fright¬ 
ened by it all.” 

However, it was clear that Mrs 
Rhoden has suffered a nasty burn to 
her hand, with the skin splitting open 


and bleeding on her hand and further 
lacerations around her fingers. As 
well as this injury an inch-long piece 
of plastic casing from the firework 
also shot through her boot, leaving it 
lodged in the top of her foot. 

She was taken to Walsall Manor 
Hospital via ambulance, and has 
been returning for follow-up appoint¬ 
ments. 


As well as the ongoing pain, the 
injuries she sustained is affecting her 
ability to work as a housekeeping su¬ 
pervisor. 

Meanwhile Mr Rhoden who works 
as a DJ and photographer as well as 
for DHL, wants to warn others about 
the dangers of buying fireworks to 
use at home instead of choosing to 
enjoy a public display. 


He also wants to highlight the 
bravery of his wife. “At the hospital 
all the staff praised her, calling her 
super-mom,” he added. 

“I am so grateful for her bravery 
- the situation could have been a lot 
worse.” 

West Midlands Fire Service also is¬ 
sued advice about handling fireworks 
safety. 


Better jobs 
help needed 
for young 
women.daim 

A CHARITY is calling for more flexible 
and personalised support for young fe¬ 
males as a report shows that Jobcentres 
are failing to help them into work. 

Only 19 per cent of young women who 
visited a Jobcentre in the last year said 
it helped them find a job, according to 
the Work It Out report with 44 per cent 
saying Jobcentre Plus had not given 
them useful information about work and 
training opportunities. 

Young Women’s Trust is concerned 
that the centres are driving young 
women away and alienating them from 
claiming the temporary financial sup¬ 
port they need. 

The majority of young women sur¬ 
veyed were negative about their experi¬ 
ences with 59 per cent describing their 
time at a Jobcentre as “humiliating” 
while 68 per cent said it was “stress¬ 
ful”. Another 21 per cent said they were 
treated with no respect by centre staff. 

Young Women’s Trust says more 
needs to be done to support young 
women into work. 

More than half say they lack self-con¬ 
fidence generally and nearly 40 per cent 
say they are not confident applying for 
a new job. 

Dr Carole Easton, chief executive of 
Young Women’s Trust, said: “Young 
women are more likely to be out of ed¬ 
ucation, employment and training than 
young men. 

“They want to work and be financially 
independent but they aren’t getting the 
necessary support. It is clear from this 
report that Jobcentres need to change.” 

Quarter now less 
likely to visit US 

MORE than one in four adults who took 
part in a survey said they were less like¬ 
ly to visit the United States following 
Donald Trump’s election as President. 

The poll by independent researchers 
Consumer Intelligence found 27 per cent 
would be less likely to make a US trip, 
but 68 per cent said the election result 
will have no impact and five per cent 
said they are now more likely to visit. 

The USA is the fifth most popular 
destination for UK holidaymakers with 
around 3.5 million visitors last year 
spending around £4.5 billion. 

Ian Hughes, chief executive of Con¬ 
sumer Intelligence said: “The US will 
remain a popular destination for UK 
tourists and businesses but it is clear 
the election result has produced strong 
reactions here and in the States.”

shop bill led 
to brawling 
in the street 

A DISPUTE over a £3.82 bill escalat¬ 
ed into a street brawl involving bats 
and sticks, a court heard. 

Anthony Foster, aged 39, saw red 
when he tried to buy chocolate but the 
boss of Bilston Road Supermarket, in 
Wednesbury, Naseer Iqbal, told him 
his partner owed cash. 

A scuffle in the store led to sweet 
stands knocked over and confection¬ 
ery strewn across the floor. 

Mr Iqbal grabbed a hockey stick 
from behind the counter, while Foster 
rushed home to pick up a bat, return¬ 
ing to smash up the shop boss’s van, 
said Ms Joanne Barer, prosecuting at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Foster wore a protective mask cov¬ 
ering after suffering 90 per cent burns 
due to an explosion in 2010. 

Ms Barker added: “As far as this 
defendant is concerned, he admitted 
going into the shop, but said Mr Iqbal 
tried to attack him and he was acting 
in self defence.” 

Foster, of Bilston Road, Wednes¬ 
bury, pleaded guilty to criminal 
damage and a Section 4 public order 
offence. Defence barrister Mr Lee 
Masters said: “His family and Mr 
Iqbal had got on very well before this 
incident. It actually started because 
his partner was given credit for £3.82 
and hadn’t paid it off.” 

Foster was given a two-month 
sentence, suspended for 18 months, 
ordered him to carry out a 20-day re¬ 
habilitation activity requirement and 
to pay £305 in fines. He must also 
stay away from Mr Iqbal and his shop 
for two years.

HE is an 11-time paralympic cham¬ 
pion but equestrian star Lee Pearson 
CBE still takes time to visit the Wal¬ 
sall manufacturer which crafts his 
specialist saddles. 

The 42-year-old from Staffordshire 
Moorlands was at Ideal Saddles in 
Walsall last Tuesday for the first time 
since returning triumphant from the 
Rio 2016 games where he scooped gold 
in the grade lb individual freestyle 
and silver in the individual dressage. 

Pearson spent around two hours 
chatting to staff at The Old School- 
based firm which has made two sad¬ 


dles for him in the last four years and 
gladly sponsor their highest profile 
client. But perhaps more importantly 
the iconic rider was also there to 
collect his latest model from crafts¬ 
man Spencer Gregory who has spent 
nearly three weeks making it. 

The Tonishia saddle has been cus¬ 
tom-made for Pearson to suit his leg 
position. It is a bespoke model crafted 
especially for the Paralympic cham¬ 
pion and would be worth up to £2,500 
if it was sold. 

The saddle will stay with him 
for the rest of his career unless 


he changes his horse or the horse 
changes size. 

Pearson’s latest gold was his 11th 
in total having competed at the Syd¬ 
ney, Athens, Beijing and London 
games previously. 

He was born with arthrogrypo¬ 
sis multiplex congenita, a condition 
which means that two or more joints 
are contracted. Pearson was thrust 
into the spotlight aged just five 
when then Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher carried him up the stairs at 
Downing Street to receive a ‘Children 
of Courage’ award. 


Assault on wife leads 
to two-year jail term 


POLICE broke down a front door 
to rescue a screaming woman who 
was being viciously attacked by her 
husband, a judge heard. 

The officers found Darren Hart beat¬ 
ing up Anne, his wife of 30 years, on the 
kitchen floor, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

The 52-year-old had dragged her round 
the house by the hair after pulling the naked 
woman out of bed, said Mr Howard Searle, 
prosecuting. 

Hart repeatedly hit her and warned: ‘One of 
us is going to die tonight.’ 

She was battered, throttled and gouged for 
around eight minutes before help arrived and 
later admitted she feared she was going to be 
killed. 

Hart was sentenced to two years in prison at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

The court was told anxious neighbours heard 
the commotion and alerted police who broke in 
after their knocks on the front door went un¬ 
answered. 

“They had to force entry and smashed their 
way in after they heard screams,” said Mr 
Searle. 

Allowed 

Hart, who has three children and three 
grandchildren, had been allowed back into the 
property in Ashmore Park, Wolverhampton fol¬ 
lowing two earlier assaults on his wife in June 
and July. 

She had taken pity on him when he claimed 
to have nowhere to live after being ordered by 
a court to stay away from her. 

Mr Searle said that during the early hours of 
September 30 Mrs Hart was hauled from bed 
by her husband before being punched on the 
head and body and dragged by the hair down¬ 
stairs. 

Mrs Hart, who suffered bad bruising to her 
body and face, later told police she feared she 
was going to be killed and was worried what 
her husband might do on release from prison. 

Mr Jon Roe, defending, said: “He accepts the 
relationship is over and there will be a divorce. 
He cannot believe how he has treated his wife. 

“His behaviour has been appalling and he 
apologises for the damage caused to a previ¬ 
ously close knit family.” 

Now living at Trentham Avenue, Willenhall, 
he pleaded guilty to assault and breaching a 
restraining order and was jailed for two years.

Boss banned from operating trucks 


A TRUCK hire boss whose disregard 
for safety of drivers ‘beggared belief 
has been banned indefinitely from 
operating lorries. 

Stephen Holding’s companies - S 
P Holding Tractor Hire Ltd and S P 
Holding Services Ltd - also lost their 
licences to run vehicles following a 
ruling by Traffic Commissioner Nick 
Jones. His firm had bases in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Stourbridge and Telford. 

Holding’s unlawful activities, 
the regulator noted, had given him 
a ‘very significant commercial ad¬ 
vantage’ and led to employees un¬ 


dertaking sustained driving whilst 
obviously tired. In one case a driver, 
Michael Ridgway, worked for 72 
hours without any sufficient break. 

Earlier this year, Holding was 
sentenced to eight months’ impris¬ 
onment after pleading guilty to var¬ 
ious offences. The Sentencing Note 
said employees drove dangerously 
long hours and falsified their records 
to hide their criminal activities. It 
added that Stephen Holding expected 
drivers to work excessive hours and 
break the law. 

The Traffic Commissioner, issu¬ 


ing a written decision after holding 
a regulatory public inquiry into the 
offending, concluded Stephen Hold¬ 
ing was not to be trusted.Operator 
licences held by S P Holding Tractor 
Hire Ltd and S P Holding Services 
Ltd were revoked with immediate ef¬ 
fect. The commissioner disqualified 
Mr Holding from holding or obtain¬ 
ing an operator’s licence indefinitely. 

Two transport managers, Brian 
Moss and Paul Sankey, were also 
disqualified from acting in that role, 
for three years and 18 months re¬ 
spectively. Michael Ridgway, who 


held an operator’s licence in his own 
name, was also disqualified from 
holding or obtaining another licence 
for five years. Alongside the offences 
he committed whilst driving for 
Stephen Holding, the Traffic Com¬ 
missioner heard that Ridgway had 
been convicted in December 2015 for 
dumping two tanker loads of sewage 
in Carterton, West Oxfordshire. 

He was ordered to pay fines and 
compensation in excess of £11,000. 
Further convictions sustained by 
Mr Ridgway included the misuse of 
a fuel card. 


Hospital in test errors 
after it system failure

A PATIENT who tested pos¬ 
itive for a potentially deadly 
virus was missed by Walsall 
Manor Hospital due to IT 
system problems. 

A probe has since been laun¬ 
ched which has found similar 
blunders concerning 13 other 
patients in the last nine years. 

According to a report, in 2012 a 
patient in the maternity depart¬ 
ment tested positive for Hepatitis 
C, a type of liver infection, but they 
were never sent for a follow-up test 
by staff. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
said they had now got back in touch 
with the person although they had 
yet to attend a follow-up appoint¬ 
ment or go for further testing. 

The case prompted a review of all 
microbiology tests which had been 
carried out since a new IT system 
had been installed in 2007. 

It revealed 13 patients, whose 
blood was tested for various antibod¬ 
ies but not all related to Hepatitis C, 
tested positive but the appropriate 
action was not taken afterwards.

Their results were sent to the hos¬ 
pital’s ‘FUSION’ computer system 
which records patients’ data and 
results but staff never sent them for 
follow-up tests or appointments. 

Since launching an investigation 
bosses confirmed six of the 13 pa¬ 
tients did require further testing or 
an appointment and their cases are 
now ongoing. 

Rachel Overfield, director of nurs¬ 
ing, said: “These 13 cases were dis¬ 
covered in a proactive audit of our 
records system going back to 2008. 
All of the cases have been exten¬ 
sively clinically reviewed and this 
identified six cases that required 
further testing and/or GP or Out 
Patient appointments. This process 
is ongoing. The Microbiology depart¬ 
ment has also made amendments to 
the computer system.”

A WALSALL classroom was given a glimpse of the fu¬ 
ture after being chosen to try out new virtual reality 
headsets. 

Representatives from Google Expeditions brought 
their new hand-held virtual reality software to Moat 
Hall Primary School in Great Wyrley, where pupils were 
given a chance to see the Seven Wonders of The World 
from the comfort of their classroom. 

The software has proved popular in the US and 
Google is now looking to encourage schools across the 
UK to look at bringing the software into their every day 
routines. 

Moat Hall were one of the first in the region to ex¬ 
press an interest in what the technology, which trans¬ 


ports children to anywhere in the world, allowing them 
to move around sites such as The Great Wall of China, 
had to offer. 

Anna Thompson, deputy head, said: “We think this a 
great idea because it allows the children to explore dif¬ 
ferent parts of the world in the classroom. How many 
kids get to travel to Antarctica on a Monday morning?” 

The equipment consists of a tablet like device split up 
into two sections by cardboard ‘goggles’ that children 
look through. 

They can also be guided to focus on specific sections 
of the maps in front of them by their teacher, who can 
access their visuals and put arrows pointing to certain 
areas of interest. 



New smart 
cameras on 
M6 catch 
4,000 drivers 

ALMOST 4,000 drivers were caught 
speeding along the M6 by cameras us¬ 
ing ‘smart motorway’ technology. 

Figures show that 3,916 speeding 
fines were issued over the 2014/15 
financial year and almost £200,000 
in fines were dished out on the five- 
mile stretch of road between Junc¬ 
tions eight and 10a. Wolverhampton 
councillor Steve Evans said those mo¬ 
torists who speed through the zone 
risked the fines, adding ‘that’s the 
law’. 

The cabinet member for city envi¬ 
ronment said: “There was a parlia¬ 
mentary review which showed the 
existing places where they have these 
systems in place work very well. 

“When they are implemented in a 
safe way, using the laybys for break¬ 
downs, there is no issue for me. Speed 
limits are speed limits.” 

Walsall councillor Lee Jevons, port¬ 
folio holder for transport at Walsall 
Council, said: “Highways England 
and our engineers are working to¬ 
gether to reduce congestion along this 
route by carrying out major improve¬ 
ments to junction 10 of the M6. 

“The £64.5 million project will see 
new, widened bridges being built over 
the motorway, improvements to the 
motorway slip roads, installation of 
intelligent traffic signals, widening 
and modernisation of the nearby 
Bloxwich Lane junction and modifi¬ 
cation to the Black Country Route.” 

During the same 2014/15 period, 
more than 50,000 fixed penalties were 
issued across the UK, compared to 
2,023 in the same period in 2010/11. 

Delays follow 
blaze at yard 

PASSENGERS faced delays after a 
fire that started in a yard in Coseley 
spread to the railway embankment. 

The fire took place at around 
10.49am on Sunday November 6, in 
the yard of a commercial property on 
Bayer Street. 

The fire quickly spread to the 
nearby railway line, causing trains 
to travel at a reduced speed between 
Coseley and Tipton. 

West Midlands Fire Service send 
one appliance and three firefighters to 
the blaze, which was put out just after 
noon. No-one was hurt in the fire and 
normal service resumed on the line 
shortly after the fire service left 

Meanwhile, Midland Metro users 
faced delays to and from Birmingham 
as a car got stuck on the line. 

The car became trapped on the line 
at Snow Hill Metro Station at around 
10.15am on Sunday and it took three 
hours to remove. 

The car had travelled around 100 
metres down the line and trams trav¬ 
elling to and from Birmingham had to 
terminate at St Paul’s while the crews 
were at work to clear it. 

West Midlands Fire Service con¬ 
firmed that they were called by British 
Transport Police to help remove the 
car, which was wedged along the line.

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Fly-tippers 
dumping 30 
tons waste 
each week 

FLY-TIPPING in Walsall is up by 
more than 10 per cent with around 
30 tons a week being dumped, latest 
figures show. 

A report by Walsall Council’s clean 
and green boss shows that the prob¬ 
lem is getting worse in the borough. 
The number of reported fly-tipping 
incidents is up 10.5 per cent on last 
year. It has been estimated that 
fly-tipping now costs the council more 
than £100,000 a year as around 30 
tons of rubbish a week is dumped il¬ 
legally. 

Fears have now been raised that 
the problem is only going to worsen as 
the council plans to charge for garden 
waste collection. 

Councillor Mike Bird, leader of Wal¬ 
sall’s Conservative opposition, said: 
“I think this new charge for garden 
waste is a backward step. Birming¬ 
ham tried it and residents started 
fly-tipping and it became a real issue. 
One of the options is opening the tips 
up that extra day, maybe even seven 
days a week like we used to do. 

“Also the sign at the tip in Aldridge 
is not helping. Currently it says ‘closed 
Wednesday and Tuesday’ and I am 
sure people are seeing the Wednesday 
first and assuming the Tuesday does 
say, or should say, Thursday. 

“So then they turn up on Tuesday 
with their car full of rubbish, find out 
the tip is closed today, closed the fol¬ 
lowing day, and they just dump it.” 

The latest council figures show that 
from April to September 2016 fly-tip¬ 
ping was up by 10.5 per cent com¬ 
pared to the same period last year. 

Plan for bingo 
hall Is rejected 

PLANS to build a multi-million 
pound bingo hall in Walsall have been 
refused by planning chiefs. The plans 
to build the hall on Park Street were 
submitted to them by Mecca Bingo 
Limited. They were set to be given 
the go ahead, after previously being 
recommended for approval. 

However, Walsall Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee have now made the 
decision to refuse the plans after hear¬ 
ing speakers against the proposals at 
a recent public meeting. 

Councillors for the St Matthews 
area, where the hall would have been 
located, previously said the scheme 
would ‘ruin the town centre’ and 
drive shoppers away. Concerns were 
also raised regarding the potential for 
increased gambling in the centre. 

94pc happy with 
Ryanair flights 

BIRMINGHAM Airport-based Budg¬ 
et airline Ryanair says 94 per cent of 
surveyed customers were happy with 
their overall flight experience in Oc¬ 
tober.

Passer-by saves bus 
passengers after fire 

A QUICK-thinking passer-by saved 
bus passengers from potential dis¬ 
aster after an engine caught fire. 

Amanda Barker leapt into action when 
a fire broke out on the Arriva number 3 
service and commuters were forced to 
evacuate the vehicle. 

As the driver, taking nine passengers from 
Cannock to Walsall, via Brownhills, attempted 
to put the fire out using the on-board foam ex¬ 
tinguisher, Ms Barker came to his aid, armed 
with her own powder extinguisher. 

Ms Barker, aged 48, from Brownhills, was on 
her way to work at a nearby shop when she saw 
the bus in flames, last Tuesday. 

She said: “I pulled up quite a distance behind 
it because I was thinking if it goes up all the 
bungalows nearby are going to be set alight too. 

“I can’t even really say why but I always 
carry a fire extinguisher around with me in 
my car, it is just a safety precaution. I saw the 
bus driver on his phone and I asked him if he 
was calling the fire service. He told me that his 
foam extinguisher hadn’t touched the fire but 
mine is a powder one. I asked if he minded me 
taking over and he said he didn’t. I guess it was 
just an instinctive moment.” 

No-one was hurt in the incident, which oc¬ 
curred at around 9.30am at the Wilkin Estate 
in Brownhills. 


Cannock depot manager, David Brent said: 
“The driver had used the on-board foam ex¬ 
tinguisher after the fire started. A lady living 
nearby came out with a powder extinguisher 
and completed the job. We are grateful to her 
for her help and quick thinking.” 

Brian Holland, 75, and his wife Doreen, 72, 
were told to evacuate their homes to the end of 
the street. Doreen said: “We were just sitting 
here when this bus stopped outside, we thought 
there was something stopping it from getting 
through but the next thing we knew there was 
thick black smoke coming off the back of it.” 

Fire crews from Aldridge and Staffordshire 
were called as a precaution, as the fire had been 
put out by the driver and Ms Barker before it 
could spread and cause any further damage. 

Arriva spokesperson Richard Lakin said: “A 
small fire was extinguished in the engine com¬ 
partment of a bus on our number 3 service.”

A TALENTED young taekwon¬ 
do practitioner who has cerebral 
palsy has kicked down barriers to 
achieve her black belt. 

Hattie Mason, aged 10, has 
earned her first dan black belt in 
the sport she took up at the age of 
just three. The Willenhall young¬ 
ster, who attends Oakmeadow 
Primary School, competes with 
leg splints and requires physio¬ 
therapy and occupational therapy 
to keep her moving. 

And the martial art is very 
much a family affair for Hattie as 
she goes to Tipton and Wednes¬ 
bury Tigers Taekwondo Club with 
her father Craig, mother Lisa and 
brother George, 15. 

Craig, an instructor at the club 


having achieved his second dan 
black belt, said: “We’re veiy proud 
of her. It’s taken her a little bit 
longer, but where a lot of children 
would have given up, she’s kept 
on going. Given her condition, it 
makes it even more of an achieve¬ 
ment. She’s done amazingly well. 

“She just loves taekwondo, she 
trains really hard. 

“She’s training four times a 
week at the moment, and in the 
school holidays she’s training five 
days a week. 

“She can do press ups, sit ups, 
pretty much anything really. She 
practises hard and really pushes 
herself,” he said. 

Hattie has achieved beyond her 
father’s wildest expectations, and 


he remembers how the family felt 
when they found out about her 
condition. 

He said: “It was devastating 
when we found out. She had a 
stroke inside the womb before she 
was born, so it affects the one side 
of her body. It was a real shock.” 

Craig said: “Her brother started 
going along and I saw all these 
powerful high kicks he was doing 
and thought, I fancy a bit of that, 
so I started going along as well. 

“We started taking her along 
when she was about three and 
she’s been hooked ever since. My 
wife comes with us too.” 

He added: “She competed in the 
World Championships in Coven¬ 
try in 2013.”

HE was the Mini-mad boy who had 
saved hundreds of pounds to fix up 
his very own classic car with his 
father ready for the day he passed 
his test. 

But tragically, Joshua Rowlinson, from 
Walsall, had his life cut short at the age 
of 14 after suffering from a suspected 
epileptic fit which brought on a heart at¬ 
tack. 

His devastated parents step-father Adam 
Smith, aged 38, and mother Becki Shone, 32, 
turned the Shelfield Academy pupil’s funeral 
into a celebration of his short but bright life. 

Dozens of Minis featured in last Thursday’s 
procession to Sandwell Valley Crematorium, 
with drivers hailing from all over the coun¬ 
try answering a social media appeal to make 
the occasion extra special. “I don’t know why, 
maybe he got it from me or his grandad but 
Joshua loved the classic Mini,” said Mr Smith. 

Saved 

“He used to help me fix our car and had 
saved £1,700 towards his own Mini. He just 
saved pocket money and some Christmases 
didn’t ask for presents he just wanted money 
towards it. He wanted me and him to work on 
it together so on the day he passed his test he 
could drive it. It was something he wanted to 
pass on down through the family.” 

The doting step-father said Joshua had a 
huge personality and character despite having 
to overcome Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD) and other underlying behav¬ 
ioural symptoms, which held him back from 
prospective careers in The Army and the Royal 
Air Force. 

The father-of-three, whose other two chil¬ 
dren are daughters Amelia, aged 12, and Lily- 
Mae, aged two, had been Joshua’s carer as well 
and said their relationship had been incredibly 
close. “He wasn’t just my son he was my best 
mate. We did absolutely everything together. 
He was like my little shadow.” 

What adds to the pain of losing Joshua is 
that there are still question marks over why 


he died. It was only in August this year when 
he had his first ever fit while the family were 
on holiday at Camber Sands in East Sussex. 
Doctors at Conquest Hospital in Hastings said 
it was not necessarily anything to worry about 
being the only one he had ever had. 

But when Joshua had a second fit within 
weeks of the family returning home his parents 
took him to Walsall Manor Hospital, where 
doctors began investigating further. After a 
brain scan Mr Smith said doctors told him it 
was likely his son had epilepsy but further tests 
were arranged to confirm the diagnosis. But 


on Saturday, October 22, tragedy struck. The 
teenager had his third fit in the night and the 
following morning his parents found him not 
breathing. 

Mr Smith carried out CPR and managed to 
regain a pulse while paramedics who arrived at 
the home in Foodbrook Lane, Pelsall, managed 
to get Joshua breathing in the ambulance. But 
later the same day the boy passed away at Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospital. For Mr Smith it 
is the second time he has endured a devastating 
loss after his former wife Sarah died from skin 
cancer in 2006 aged 27. 


“When I lost my wife I went into a very dark 
place and became very depressed,” he said. “I 
can’t go back there again. 

“Grief brings on an awful lot of different 
emotions, anger and frustration. We have been 
through it all. I am just trying to think of the 
times we had together. It was a freak accident 
and it was his calling, his time. That’s how I 
have to look at it.” 

One thought of consolation will be that Mr 
Smith did manage to fulfil one of his son’s 
wishes which was to take him to see his be¬ 
loved West Bromwich Albion at an away match

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Woollen poppies tribute at arboretum

THOUSANDS of woollen poppies 
have been knitted to decorate a histor¬ 
ic building in Walsall Arboretum in a 
remarkable tribute to fallen soldiers 
for Remembrance Day. 

Volunteers from Walsall Arboretum 
Craft Club have dedicated hundreds 
of hours of their spare time in prepar¬ 
ing the memorial commemorating the 
lives lost during the First and Second 
World Wars. 

More than 3,000 poppies grace both 
the left and ride hand sides of the 
clock tower at the Arboretum with a 
huge singular poppy made as the cen¬ 
trepiece. Lynne Tandy, leader of the 


Walsall Arboretum Craft Club, said: 
“It takes up an awful lot of time and 
is a lot of hard work, but we are all de¬ 
lighted with how the clock looks now it 
is covered in our poppies.

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Council eyes up support 
for shooting range plans 


COMPANY bosses have set their 
sights on a shooting range being 
opened in Bloxwich. 

Double Deuce Firing Range plans to 
take over a unit on Fryers Road and 
the scheme has been recommended for 
approval. 

Bosses say members of the public would 
be able to ‘safely learn shooting skills under 
instruction from Range Officers without 
having to have their own firearms’ at the 
site. 

A letter from company director Clare 
Naylor to Walsall Council states: “Due to 
the nature of the shows that we attend, this 
business is seasonal. 

“However, we do believe there would be a 
great demand should we have a permanent 
base from which we can operate. 

“This is why we are applying for a change 
of use for this premises, which would be 
ideal to construct an indoor shooting range, 
suitable for .22 firearms, office space and 
housing both our mobile units when not in 
use.” 

Attract 

Her letter claims: “There are currently 
no sporting venues of this nature in the 
Midlands, where members of the public can 
safely learn shooting skills under instruc¬ 
tion from Range Officers without having to 
have their own firearms. 

“We also hope to attract private hire and 
corporate events and provide a small num¬ 
ber of full time and part time jobs. 

“Safety is of course paramount and we 
take pride in our work and all of the pos¬ 
itive feedback we have from customers 
using our mobile units.” 

Plans have been recommended for ap¬ 
proval by Walsall Council planning chiefs 
and a decision will be made at a forthcom¬ 
ing meeting. 

West Midlands Police chiefs have given 
their backing and a letter in support of the 
proposals has been submitted, signed by 
a range safety advisor with The National 
Small Bore Rifle Association.

Is branded 
'obscene' 


CASH-STRAPPED Walsall Council is to 
spend £100,000 on a six-month interim direc¬ 
tor despite facing cuts of £86 million and be¬ 
ing forced to lay off hundreds of staff. 

The council has proposed to close 14 libraries, re¬ 
locate the leather museum and start charging for 
garden waste as it looks to save money. 


It has hired an ‘executive 
director for change and gov¬ 
ernance’ to oversee finance, 
legal, human resources and 
other support functions - on 
a wage of up to £1,000 a day 
for four-days-a-week. 

The move has been 
branded ‘disgraceful’ and 
‘obscene’ with councillors 
boycotting the meeting in 
which the appointment was 
announced. 

Walsall Council has con¬ 
firmed the new appointment 
but declined to comment on 
the salary when asked. How¬ 
ever it has been reported 
that they will be earning be¬ 
tween £800 and £1,000 a day 
for four days a week, adding 
up to around £100,000 over 
the six months.

Artist Andrew puts fight 
for gallery in the frame 


AN internationally-renowned 
artist from Walsall has called 
the council’s decision to 
close down the town’s New 
Art Gallery ‘irrational’ and ‘ill 
conceived’. 

Artist Andrew Tift, who has 
worked as a professional artist 
for more than 20 years, recently 
pleaded with the council not to 
close down the art gallery through 
a poster. 

Now he has used his words to galva¬ 
nise residents to join the fight. 

Born in Great Wyrley, Mr Tift went 
from the village’s high school to Staf¬ 
ford College of Art to do a foundation 
course in art and drawing, and then to 
Birmingham Art College, garnering a 
BA Hons and MA with distinction in 
illustration. 

He calls the Art Gallery, which is 
facing closure as Walsall Council try 
to make £86 million in four years, a 
‘majestic, state of the art, world class 
gallery’. 

Funding 

Mr Tift said: “Fifteen years ago, 
against all the odds we got an incred¬ 
ible art gallery perched incongruously 
between BHS and Woolworths. 

“It was funded by Lottery money 
and European funding and not a 
penny came from the local purse. 

“Every time I walk past it I still 
can’t quite believe that it actually hap¬ 
pened and came to fruition. The best 
thing that ever happened to Walsall 
and now Walsall Council want to close 
it down. Without New Art Gallery, 
Walsall - the town has nothing.” 

In recent weeks, the council has an¬ 
nounced the gallery will close by 2020 
- unless council tax significantly rises 
or central government relaxes its aus¬ 
terity measures. 

As well as the closure of the art gal-

lery, Walsall Council has also warned 
that by 2020 14 of the 15 libraries and 
the leather museum could be shut and 
the local history centre relocated to 
the only remaining library on Lichfield 
Street. 

A petition has been launched calling 
on the council not to make the closures 
to the Art Gallery. 

Mr Tift said: “I am a local artist and 
when I go to art events in London and 
sometimes further afield in Europe 
and America I’m proud to talk about 
New Art Gallery, Walsall and it is re¬ 


spected as one of the very best regional 
art galleries in the country and I don’t 
think we recognise enough in the West 
Midlands that we have an absolute di¬ 
amond. It’s one of the reasons that I 
decided to stay in Walsall. 

“I understand the austerity cuts and 
Walsall council are on the ropes but I 
think they are panicking and making 
irrational, ill-conceived and short-term 
decisions. The Arts Council, Walsall 
Council, New Art Gallery, Walsall 
and constituency MPs have to come 
together and discuss this rationally.”

Aston Soulsby was crossing 
Crankhall Lane in Wednesbury, the 
area where he lived, when he was hit 
by a single decker just before 4pm on 
November 1. 

The Phoenix Collegiate pupil was 
taken to hospital with serious inju¬ 
ries but died last Tuesday morning. 
A police investigation is ongoing. 

A statement from Aston’s parents 
said: “There are no words that come 


close to describe how we as a family 
are feeling after tragically losing our 
beautiful, strong, brave boy. 

“Aston was full of hopes and 
dreams for the future and lived each 
day with a cheeky smile and a sensi¬ 
tive heart. He fought like a lion ‘til 
the end and we are so proud of him 
for showing such courage. Aston has 
left us all with so many fond mem¬ 
ories that we will treasure forever.” 

A fund has now been set up for Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospital where 
Aston died. More than £1,700 has al¬ 
ready been donated. 

Paying tribute, Mike Smith, asso¬ 
ciate headteacher at Phoenix Colle¬ 


giate, said: “We are deeply saddened 
about the tragic loss of Aston and our 
thoughts are with his family at this 
terrible time. 

“Aston was a very positive mem¬ 
ber of our school. He was a talented, 
hard-working and caring student 
who had many friends at Phoenix. He 
will be remembered as a boy who was 
happy and smiling all the time. 

“The loss of Aston, particularly in 
so tragic a manner, hurts us all.” 

Football-mad Aston, a Villa fan, 
had played for Bustleholme Lions un¬ 
der-13s, who have contributed to the 
fundraising drive. West Bromwich 
United Youth FC also paid tribute.

Auction of Britain's 
finest pilot's medals 


MEDALS belonging to one 
of Britain’s greatest Second 
World War heroes are being 
sold for £200,000. 

The gongs belonged to legend¬ 
ary Captain Eric ‘Winkle’ Brown, 
regarded as Britain’s greatest 
ever pilot. 

Known as Winkle for cheating 
death on numerous occasions, he was 
the first naval pilot to land a jet on an 
aircraft carrier and held the record 
for the most carrier deck landings at 
2,407. 

He also survived being sunk by a 
U-boat in 1941, and later being shot at 
and injured by a German long-range 
bomber.

ecutive of the Royal Aeronautical So¬ 
ciety, said: “We strongly believe in the 
importance of preserving historical ar¬ 
tefacts, including those from Capt Eric 
Winkle’ Brown’s own collection. 

“We house a wide variety of rare 
aviation archives at our National Aer¬ 
ospace Library and often work with 
families who are making their per¬ 
sonal choices about what to do with 
historical collections. 

“We hope these medals go to a good 
home and are appreciated as much as 
the man himself was given all that he 
achieved in his career.” 

Paul Beaver, Fellow of the Royal 


Aeronautical Society and Eric Winkle’ 
Brown’s biographer, said Mr Brown 
was an outstanding aviator, probably 
the greatest in the history of the world 
and certainly the greatest pilot in Brit¬ 
ish history. 

“I rather hope they go somewhere 
where others can appreciate them,” he 
said. “I hope they will be showed in the 
UK and on display. This unique set of 
memorabilia is so important to British 
history that people need to see them.” 

Mr Brown, who died in February 
aged 97, saw the liberation of Ber¬ 
gen-Belsen concentration camp at the 
end of the Second World War and later 
used his fluency in German to question 
some of the most prominent Nazis. 

The prized lot will go under the 
hammer by Bonhams on November 23.

Body of woman in canal 
was found by dog walker 


Couple’s bats to the future 



Diamond wedding of Alice and 

A COUPLE who first met over a 
game of table tennis in 1951 are 
celebrating their diamond wedding 
anniversary. 

Alice and Brian Haywood met a 
youth club in Heath End, Walsall, 
on opposing teams in an unlikely 
mismatch, with a towering Mr 
Haywood amused by Alice being 
only 4ft 9. Alice won the game and 
they would occasionally see each 
other when their table tennis teams 
played each other over the following 
years. 

They began courting when they 
both started catching the same bus 
to Walsall together when Alice was 
16 and Brian was 18. At the time 
Alice was working for Jones & Son, 
making cricket gloves, whilst Brian 
was an apprentice electrician. 

After three years of getting to 


Brian Haywood from Brownhills 

know each the other couple tied 
the knot on November 3, 1956 at 
Cannock registry office. They hon¬ 
eymooned in Blackpool and bought 
their first home in Great Charles 
Street, Brownhills, a year later. 

The couple went on to have four 
children, who are all now in their 
50s, as well as 11 grandchildren 
and five great-grandchildren. The 
couple did move from Brownhills 
to Stourport-on-Severn, enjoying 
the scenery and canal walks, before 
returning to the area 14 years ago. 

With no major plans for their an¬ 
niversary, the couple were surprised 
when their children bought them a 
new car and threw them a spread at 
a church hall in Brownhills. 

Mrs Haywood, aged 78, said: 
“It was a lovely surprise. We have 
golden children.” 


THE death of a woman whose 
body was found in a canal by a 
dog walker was suicide, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

The body of 76-year-old June Wilkin¬ 
son was discovered in Rushall Canal 
on October 27, after she went missing 
from her Park Hall Road home in Wal¬ 
sall. 

Black Country Coroner’s Court heard 
evidence from Mrs Wilkinson’s husband 
Colin, who after the inquest described her 
as ‘a marvellous woman’. 

On the day of her death, Mr Wilkinson 
had been downstairs talking to a friend 
about fitting a gas fire, and only afterwards 
realised that a ‘click’ he had heard must 
have been his wife leaving the house. 

Giving evidence Mr Wilkinson described 
some incidents when his wife, a retired 
book-keeper, had appeared to black out, 
including at a pensioner’s meeting and an 
80th birthday party, but no medical reasons 
had ever been identified. 

After seeing her GP, Mrs Wilkinson was 
prescribed some anti-depressants. “The 
doctor said that she was depressed,” he 
said. However, the inquest heard that she 
would often only take half of her medica¬ 
tion, or had to be prompted to take it. 

Depressed 

He said: “I woke up June at around 
6.30am, and she was shaking and sitting on 
the edge of the bed, holding her head. She 
said: ‘I wish it would go away.’” 

One of Mrs Wilkinson’s sons also told po¬ 
lice that she had talked about taking her 
own life, although she had no history of 
self-harm. 

Describing what happened after he dis¬ 
covered she had left the house, her husband 
said: “I went around the streets asking if 
anyone had seen her. I spoke to a dustbin 
man, a lady with a dog, the postman, every¬ 
one.” A statement was then read out from 
the woman who had been walking her dog 
alongside the canal, and who made the hor¬ 
rible discovery. 

When she had first walked along the 
canal, her dog stopped at the scene but she 
had ‘thought it was a football’ in the water. 

Returning a conclusion of suicide, senior 
coroner for the Black Country, Mr Zafar 
Siddique, said: “She was found on the op¬ 
posite side of the canal, which means she 
would have had to swim across.”

Of course for the non-golfer there are so 
many other facilities, a swimming pool with slides 
and flumes, tennis, petanque, children’s facilities 
and entertainment and a restaurant and bar over¬ 
looking the pool where we enjoyed live music. 

Class 

Castels sites seem to have that extra touch of 
class. This historic site with its beautiful grounds 
and orangerie which is regularly used for wedding 
is outstanding. Just to walk round the gardens 
is enchanting. We did that on our first afternoon 
there and gatecrashed a wedding with the marquee 
down by the river - a lovely setting. 

The weather was a little mixed at first but soon 
brightened up. The mornings there are often cooler 
so are ideal for sightseeing, relaxing by the pool or 
on the golf course later in the day. 

The site is near so many lovely places to visit. 
Quimper itself - it is possible to walk in from the 


site in about 30 minutes - with its amazing cathe¬ 
dral; Concarneau and BegMeil, a lovely little beach 
resort; and lots of towns with great markets, like 
Benodet and Port L’Abbe, where there are craft 
products on sale, some quite expensive, but there 
are bargains to be had. Also close by is Locronan, 
one of the most beautiful villages in France.

Get behind the wheel of Skoda Citigo and 
you’ve a solid, well appointed cabin that 
promises a solid, well appointed driving 
experience. 

Already, you sense, there’s a depth of design 
here missing from this car’s French, Korean 
and Japanese rivals. Most of these feature 
three cylinder 1.0-litre engines that are busily 
revvy at best and downright noisy at worst. 

A configuration shared here, but delivered 
with a bit more finesse. Fire the engine and a 
more refined thrum filters out from beneath 
the bonnet ahead. Not refined enough, it must 
be said, to quite let you forget the cylindrical 
imbalance under the bonnet. But then the 
characteristic offbeat rasp isn’t unpleasant 
and rather suits this design’s rather offbeat 
charisma. 

You’ll certainly be hearing plenty of it if 
rapid progress is needed, for without a 
turbocharger to boost torque, this one needs 
to be revved quite a bit, peak power not 
arriving until 6,000rpm, only 600rpm shy of 
the red line. And if you’re wondering quite 
how much power we’re talking about, the 
answer is not a great deal in the mainstream 
1.0-litre variants we’re focusing on here, cars 
offering a choice of either 60 or 75PS outputs, 
with an identical 95Nm of torque either way. 
Most will be content with the base version, 
capable as it is of sixty in 14.4s on the way 
to 99mph, quite enough to keep up with the 
traffic. The performance gains offered by the 
75PS variant seem relatively slight (0-60mph 
in 13.2s on the way to 107mph) but the unit is 
a little more refined. 

The styling looks quite smart but forget 
the aesthetics: two statistics sum up the 
real thinking behind this design. A length 
of around 3.5-metres yet a wheelbase that 
takes up nearly 2.5-metres of that. Which is 


why, though a Citigo is no longer than a Fiat 
500, it offers far more room inside, space 
in fact for the four fully-sized adults who 
could never comfortably fit in the apparently 
space-efficient Italian car. Both three and five- 
door models offer the same amount of rear 
passenger space of a standard impressive 
in this segment and helped for taller folk by 
the way it’s possible to easily tuck your feet 
beneath the seat ahead. Equipment-wise, 
the entry-level ‘S’ variant doesn’t come with 
very much at all other than the real basics: 


you even have to pay extra for a spare wheel. 
You do though, get an MP3-compatible CD 
stereo with an AUX-in socket, body-coloured 
bumpers, daytime running lights and a 12V 
powerpoint. 

Thanks in part to a low kerb weight of only 
around 850kg, even the least efficient entry- 
level 60PS models will return a combined fuel 
economy figure of 62.8mpg, with emissions 
pegged at 108g/km. Figures you can improve 
to 64.2mpg and 103g/km by opting for the 
efficient ASG automatic gearbox, at just 30kgs 


in weight, one of the lightest auto gearboxes 
ever made. Those looking for better economy 
still in their 1.0-litre 60PS Citigo will be drawn 
inexorably to the ‘GreenTech’ model which 
features low rolling resistance tyres, a battery 
regeneration system and a stop start system 
that cuts the engine when you don’t need it in 
traffic or at the lights. As a result, it can return 
an impressive 68.9mpg on the combined 
cycle and emit just 96g/km of carbon dioxide. 

Go for the slightly pokier 75PS variant and 
there’s hardly any penalty at the pumps. 


Unlike SEAT and Volkswagen, Skoda includes 
its efficiency package (with start/stop etc 
as standard with this engine, so the returns 
achieved - 67.3mpg on the combined cycle 
and 98g/km £8,275- are substantially better 
than the 75PS SEAT Mii or Volkswagen 
up! models you’d get for the same or more 
money. Whether you opt for your Citigo with 
60 or 75PS, the benefits of the efficiency 
package are important given that they take 
this car below the lOOg/km barrier, making it 
completely free from congestion charges.

The often overlooked Suzuki S-Cross was among 
the early players in the now burgeoning compact 
crossover sector. 

In spite of competitive pricing and a high degree of 
competence, what it perhaps lacked was the chunky 
looks demanded by those who have sent SUV sales 
soaring by 27 per cent this year. The car was too car¬ 
like for that. 

But that’s all changed, with a heavily revamped 
model which offers more room, a range of new hi- 
tech and efficient engines and importantly perhaps 
- if first impressions do count - the stronger, bolder 
looks of a full-blown SUV. 

The S-Cross now comes with two small and 
economical (but still punchy) turbocharged petrol 
engines: a 1.0 litre version from the new Baleno 
and the 1.4 from the acclaimed new Vitara S. The 
revamped 1.6 turbo diesel is more familiar, but now 
offers lower fuel consumption and C02 emissions. 

Unlike many of its rivals, all versions are available 
with Suzuki’s proven ALLGRIP four wheel drive on 
demand system. 

Prices range from £14,999 for a two-wheel drive 
with the 1.0 Boosterjet engine, rising to £24,349 
flagship model with 1.6 turbo diesel and four wheel 
drive. A six-speed twin clutch auto is an option with 
both petrol engines. 

The new S-Cross is much more distinctively styled, 
with a bolder new grille, clam sheel bonnet, broader 
‘shoulders’ and new LED lights. It also has greater 
ground clearance. 

Inside, it has been upgraded with some softer, 
more expensive-looking materials and a lot of 
new technology, including the central information/ 
control screen. The cabin has plenty of room for five 
adults. Leg and headroom in the back is particularly 
generous for this class, with a roomy 430 litre boot 
(875 litres with the rear seatbacks folded down). The 
seating position is high, one of the attractions of an 
SUV. It means easier access, and great visibility. 

A major attraction is that you can have a smooth, 
comfortable car with 4x4 capability that is still 
economical to run and environmentally friendly. 

That’s thanks to the combination of new engines 
and Suzuki’s ALLGRIP 4x4 system, both geared to 
efficiency and fuel saving. 

Impressed 

I must admit that, although I was mightily impressed 
by the 1.0 Boosterjet engine in the Baleno I did 
wonder how such a small, three cylinder engine 
would cope with a heavier 4x4. The answer is 
perfectly, confirming my high opinion of it in the 
Baleno. The figures are some illustration: 0 to 62mph 
in 11 seconds, an official 56.4mpg average and a low 
113g/km of C02, but that’s only part of the story. 

The small, turbocharged petrol engine is becoming 
increasingly popular with manufacturers and drivers. 
It has the economy advantage of a small engine 
under light throttle, but put your foot down and you 
have the added oomph from the blower. 

The Boosterjet produces HObhp and 170Nm of 
torque. Compare that to a current, normally aspirated 
1.0 litre engine from a major manufacturer - 60bhp 
and 95Nm. 

The torque figure is, if anything, more important 
than bhp. It mean the Boosterjet, and consequently 
the S-Cross, is responsive and flexible from low revs 
and it drives particularly smoothly and quietly without 
the noise and need for constant gearchanges we 
experience in a more traditional engine. 

The 1.4 Boosterjet, of course, has more of 
everything. 140PS, 220Nm, a 0 to 62mph sprint time 
of 10.2 seconds and yet still manages better than 
50mpg economy and C02 emissions of 127g/km. It 
is both more powerful and more economical than the 
old 1.6 petrol engine it replaces. 

The 1.6 turbo diesel version of the S-Cross, with a 
special business-user specification, the SZ-T. With 
120bhp and 320NM of torque can average almost 
69mpg and the lowest C02 rating of the range - 
106g/km - making it one of the most tax-efficient 
SUVs around. 

All models come with seven airbags and an 
electronic stability system, and have a five star 
EuroNCAP safety rating. 

All models, get alloy wheels, air con, cruise control, 
stereo radio/CD player and Bluetooth connectivity, 
electric windows, electrically heated and adjustable 
door mirrors, hill hold control, automatic engine stop/ 
start and multi-function information display.

Pride as sports stars 
honoured with awards 


SPORTING heroes from across the Black 
Country have been honoured at a special 
awards ceremony. 

Scores of sports stars and clubs packed into 
the Showcase Cinema in Dudley for the annual 
Black Country and Physical Activity Awards. 

In total there were eight awards handed out, in¬ 
cluding the Sports Personality of the Year - hotly con¬ 
tested by an Olympian and two Paralympians. 

Gymnast Kristian Thomas, able-bodied cyclist 
Helen Scott and wheelchair tennis player Jordanne 
Whiley MBE - the latter two both from Halesowen 

- were all nominated. In the end it went to Thomas, 
aged 27, from Wolverhampton, and the guest of hon¬ 
our on the night. It follows a stellar year, which saw 
him win two silver medals at the European Champi¬ 
onships and compete in the Rio Olympics. 

Ambassadors 

The recently enrolled Wolverhampton University 
student, who trains in Halesowen but now lives in 
Wimblebury, Cannock, said: “I really was not expect¬ 
ing this. To be up against them when they’re such 
good ambassadors for the Black Country and sport, it 
really is an honour. I am very proud to be represent¬ 
ing the Black Country.” 

The night began with speeches and introductions 
from the host of the awards Active Black Country 

- the group set up to encourage active lifestyles for 
residents across the region. 

Group chairman Deborah Williams told the au¬ 
dience it was ‘great’ to be able to ‘recognise and 
celebrate the achievements of so many people and 
organisations’. 

The first gong of the night was the Power of Sport 
award, set up to recognise those who have used sport 
to make a difference to others. 

Akil Maylor, who established Rise up Yoga in a dis-

ton, took home the award to rapturous applause, 
beating Wendy Hall. 

Mr Maylor’s win was swiftly followed by the Com¬ 
munity Club of the Year award, won by adult running 
group Stourbridge Mums on the Run. 

Emma Barnes, who set the group up five years ago, 
said: “We were honoured to get the award. We are 
just a small recreational running group with 94 mem¬ 
bers including about 30 active on a weekly basis. We 
run some five times a week.” 

The loudest cheers of the night came for Suzy Rich¬ 
ards and her son Owen as they collected the award 
for community project of the year after their Run for 
Joel event. 

The event, set up in memory of Suzy’s son and Ow¬ 
en’s brother Joel who died in last year’s Tunisia at¬ 
tacks, attracted some 1,100 runners and raised more 
than £27,000. Earlier in the day the family was at 
Worcester University collecting an honorary first de¬ 
gree for Joel. 

Suzy said: “Can I thank everybody, every runner 
who attended, every volunteer and all the local busi¬ 
nesses that have helped - and of course Sandwell Lei¬ 


sure Trust? Joel was all about getting off the sofa, 
running, getting people into sports. He even tried to 
get me to do a few street runs. 

“Last year was horrific for us, the community was 
ripped apart by it. Joel would have been 21 on August 
3 and our aim was to do 21 events but we’ve smashed 
it and done 24 already.” 

Owen, 17, added: “We are really pleased with the 
win. It shows the support that everyone has given 
from the community.” 

One of the most hotly contest awards of the night 
was for aspiring talent, which saw 19-year-old Darlas- 
ton boxer Benjamin Whittaker edge out nordic skier 
Siobhan Pelow and 400-metre runner Ellis Greatrix. 

Already in training for the Tokyo 2020 Olympics 
with Team GB, Whittaker said: “It is an honour to 
win this award and hopefully I can become a role 
model and inspire more people into sport.” 

Battled 

Sally-Ann Chambers, 47, from Cradley Heath, who 
was originally nominated for unsung hero of the year, 
lifted the glass trophy for coach of the year. She works 
at Midrange Netball Club in Tipton. 

There were just two nominees in the school of the 
year category with The Streetly Academy in Walsall 
taking the honours over Dudley’s Milking Bank Pri¬ 
mary, with its 30 extra curricular clubs proving a de¬ 
cisive factor. 

Headteacher Billie Downie said: “Sport changes 
lives but there are too many headteachers and schools 
who do not see the value of sport. Sport is such a pos¬ 
itive influence on young people’s lives.” 

Paul Gough beat off Paul Green and Glyn Marston 
in the unsung hero category. Gough has run Priory 
Amateur Boxing for some 20 years. 

In a pre-recorded message he said: “We are going to 
do more in the community in the new year and hope¬ 
fully we will keep benefiting the borough.”
